Say Men Want Only Com-

New York, March 4.—Cheaper an- 
hracite coal for the public, to be 
made possible by slashing the pro- 
fits of the mine owner rather than 
by reducing the laborers wages, is 
advocated by the United Mine Work- 
ers of America in a statement issued 
ncre today. 
"Mine owners freely admit that 


the cost of coal to the consumer is 
too high," declares the statement. 
'The remedy they suggest, as a pre- 
liminary to the 
opening of new 


negotiations for a working agree- 
ment with the workers, is a reduc- 
tion in the cost of digging the coal 
—the miners wage—which is placed 
by the operators at $3.92 a ton." 
The mine workers indicate that 


lower labor costs will represent a 
"bare living wage" whereas they in- 
sist upon "a saving wage commen- 
surate with the hazards of the in- 
dustry." 
"The operators very skilfully avoid 


any reference to reductions of a sub- 
stantial nature in the matter of their 
own profits," it 
continues. "It is 


therefore obvious.that there must be 
some connection between tho op- 
erators and all those 
who 
handle 


coal between the operators and the 
consumers and of course fuom an 
interested standpoint, the operators 
can see deflation only so far as the 
miners are concerned, and a contin- 
uation of the earnings of operators, 
railroads, 
sales 
companies 
and 


others." 
The statement was authorized by

Three More Are Expected 


To Die—To Hold 


Inquest. 


Cleveland. March 4.—The death 


of George E. McGhee today brought 
the toll from the collision between 
a New York Central express train 
and an automobile bus at Painesville 
late last night up to 14. Five per- 
sons are seriously injured, three of 
whom are expected to die. A cor- 
oner's inquest will be held at Paines- 
ville this afternoon. 
City officials 


of Painesville and officials of the New 
York Central railroad started inves- 
tigations this morning. 
Several officials of the New York 
Central railroad went to Painesville, 
25 miles east of here, early today to 
start an investigation into the col- 
lision there late last night of a New 
York Central express train and a 
motor bus which resulted in a large 
death list. Several other investiga- 
tions are to be started. 
Thirteen bodies had been accounted 


for, 
but there were reports that at 
least one other 
person 
had been 


killed. 
Of the thirteen, seven of 


whom were women, only one had not 
been" identified at an early hour. 
This was believed by Gus Radike of 
Fairport, to be that of his son. Stan 
ley, but it was so badly mangled 
identification was not complete.

hour before the crash. While several 
others had attended a lodge meeting: 
two had .iust boarded the bus .ind 
had just settled in their seats when 
tho accident occurred. 
An explosion of the gasoline tank 


of the machine set fire to the debris 
and several of tho bodies were badly 
burned. The bus which was oper- 
ated between Painesville and Fair- 
port was making its last trip for 
tha night. 
A. W. Barnes, the Crossing watch- 


man declared he flagged the driver, 
who had stopped on the south side 
of the tracks to pick up passengers. 
A declaration by Chester Parrish, 
manager of the bus line, that a 
large oil tank 
obstructed 
Driver 


Adams' view of the watchman's lan- 
tern and the approaching train, was 
discounted by Carl Sullivan, one of 
the injured. 
"I saw the train before we reached 


the tracks," Sullivan said. "We had 
stopped to take on two passengers 
just south of the railroad or we 
would have been across. 
"People near me screamed as the 


engine came on. I saw the driver 
reach down and pull something. 1 
don't know whether it speeded us 
up or slowed us down. It was d;irk 
in the-machine. I thought we had 
cleared the track. Then it hit us." 


The train, number 600. was cam- 
posed of twenty express coach'.1-!. It 
was made up here to go to Buffalo 
and does not stop at Painesville. 


"I blew the whistle just as we 


reached the limits of the town." Kn- 
gineer Ferdanez declared." 
An in- 
stant later I saw the automobile on 
the track immediately ahead of me. 
The space before we struck it was so 
brief that I could not even know 
whether the automobile was stand- 
ing or in motion. 
As I threw on 


the brakes I felt the collision and 
fragments of the wreckage flew past 
the engine cab. I am sure we stop- 
ped as quickly as possible." 
The story of Fireman Milo Cornell. 


also of Buffalo, coincided with that 
of Engineer Ferdanez. 
D. R. McBain, assistant general 
manager of the New York Central 
this morning, gave out a statement 
regarding the collision in which IIP 
said the disaster evidently resulted 
through the bus driver trying to bent 
the, 
train. 
Mr. McBain's statement in part 


follows: 
"The crossing Is protected by a 


watchman who was on duty at the 
time of the accident and who en- 
deavored to stop the bus and warn 
the driver of the immediate danger 
by swinging a red lantern. We have 
several witnesses to verify this ac- 
tion of the watchman. 
"Evidently the bus driver wanted 


to beat the train which resulted in 
the disaster that followed. 
"After striking the bus the train 
ran about twenty car lengths before 
it was stopped. 
Witnesses verify 


the declaration of the engineer that 
the electric headlight which can be 
seen for a distance of five mil?s 
when not obstructed, was burning 
brightly, the whistle was blowing and 
the bell ringing.

ALL KINDS OF BOYS. 
In the preceding articles wo were talking about all kinds of boys and 
the fact that scouting somehow caught the attention and gripped the mind 
of a boy not matter what his own prediction happened to be. We men- 
tioned boys who know too much (of course in their own estimation), boys 
who read too much for their own health, and boys whose thought ia be- 
coming too much obsesses with their own physical make up. 


The Boy Scouts' handbook (which for your own information or your 
boy's delight you can procure for forty cents at the Newark headquarter*) 
presents the thousand and one things which are certain to interest the boy. 
No boy takes them all. But every boy will find his hobby somewhere 
between those covers. 


THE BOY WHO EATS TOO MUCH. 
"Fatty" the other boys call him around the school grounds and en. 
the street. He doesn't like to be called "Fatty," but when he gets to the 
table he simply can't resist his own appetite. And you know it is mighty 
hard, even in these days of high prices, to tell a boy he can't have what 
he wants to eat. 


Do you remember the hired man described in Quincy Adams Sawyer, 
who was asked by the hired girl how he ever knew when he got enough. 
This was his answer: "Well, I eat until it hurts, and then I stop while 
the pain lasts." There arc boys that have just that same appetite, the same 
as somo grownups. 


And the natural result of over-eating is inertia. Exercise does not 


appeal when the body is overloaded. Inertia under such conditions pro- 
duces puor health. You dread the result when you see your boy over-eat. 
Y'et how inadequate is that home appeal of "Now. don't.'' 


Scouts on their outings have "eats" that just make a boy's mouth 
water. And the boy's stomach has been made ready for "eats" by his 
hike and his activity in building the camp-fire and his interest in the 
camp cooking that increased from the first delightful odor that addressed 
his nostrils. And when he has eaten he has to exercise in spite of him- 
.self i norder to get back home again. And with other boys like himself he 
would be ashamed to show- any lack of pep. 


There is the trail of the scout for the boy who over-eats. He is just one 


kind of boy. That is all. - Scouting appeals to and inspires every kind of 
boy. 


IMPUDENT AND IMPRUDENT BOYS. 


The boy answers back and hu says just wha he thinks, too. "Con- 


found his impudence," you think, though if yeu are wise you do not say it. 
But you see it doesn't sound like impudence to him. He can't use your ears. 
He never was a man yet. You have ,been a boy and there is a possibility 
of your remembering how a. boy feels and answers. But not by an chance 
can he know how a man feels or listens, or how a bo's tongue sounds to 
an adult tar. But that same boy gets in with the Scoot movement. He is 
now taught to bs courteous. 
(Refer again to tho Scout Law—Article 


live). "He is polite to all, especially to women, children, old people, and 
the weak and helpless." 
Perhaps you don't realize that a Scoutmaster possibly can say things 
to a boy that his own father can't say. Think it over. In the first place 
the Scoutmaster has gone through a course of training himself by which 
he has learned the avenues of reaching the boy and the mehtods of talk- 
ing to him. Most fathers have never had any such training. 
And their 


own boys are not likely to have, unless their boys have very exceptionally 
wise mothers. 
Don't take umbrage. Think it over. 
Then again, the 
Scoutmaster has the backing of a troop of other boys who are actually 
doing what the Scoutmaster tells the boy to do. The father at home lacks 
that backing which appeals to the boy's viewpoint. Scouts are trained not 
to be impudent. 


TAUGHT TO BE PRUDENT. 


You have read about boys being injured—perhaps it was an auto acci- 
dent Sometimes it may have been the boy's fault. Perhaps such a boy 
may have had all his thinking done for him, and was never taught to do 
anything for himself. Therefore he did not develop the sense of self-pro- 
tection, and became confused when of a sudden he had to act for himself. 
Any rough little street urchin would have saved himself. A scout would 
not have been in the way at all. The Boy Scout is taught to be prudent. 
He is taught to think wisely, quickiy, and to act sanely and with prompt- 
ness. 


From a forty cent hand book you can learn how to give him something- 
that makes him more likely to live and grow up. That will be of more 
use to him and make him of more use to the world. 


THE BOY WHO IS ALL PEP. 
Well, he's some boy. He is a "motor-minded kid." He wants to see 
the wheels go round. He doesn't know much about the law of gravita- 
tion until he learns it by falling. He doesn't even know that knives are 
sharp until he sees the blood spurt from his own body. The first thing 
he did with that watch you gave him was to take it apart. He ripped off 
the cover of his drum because he wanted to see where the noise came from 
more than he did to hear it. 


Ho is always in mischief. He seems to be of a destructive turn of 
mind. But it is plain crime to kill the spirit in a boy like that. You can't 
kill it easily, of course. But you shouldn't kill it at all or try to. 
Nevertheless, that spirit of overflowing life, life that just bubbles into 
action, should be properly directed. And you know how busy you 'are. 
And the boy is that way twenty hours out of the twenty-four if ou don't 
make him go to bed sooner. Well, he is just the kind that makes a leader 
among the scouts. His energy finds its avenue of expression. He will b» 
doing no harm to himself or to anybody else, or to anybody else's pos- 
sessions. He is just tho kind the Scoutmaster likes to get hold of. 


These are just a few samples of the trail of the scout in what scouting 
means to boys. There are many other kinds of boys. Scouting appeals to 
and inspires all kinds of boys.

Squeeze and strain the Juice 
and add enough cold water to make 
3 cups. Soak gelatine in four table- 
spoons of cold water for fifteen min- 
utes. 


Put into a smooth sauce pan with 
the water and lemon juice and cook 
over a slow fire until the gelatine is 
dissolved, stirring constantly. 
Sepa- 
rate the whites and yolks of eggs. 
Beat >oiks slightly and add to the 
gelatine mixtuie with sugar. 
Stir 


by the side of the fire until the sugar 
is dissolved and the yolks slightly 
cooked. 


Do not let the mixture boil for the 


eggs may curdle. Remove from tho 
fire and fold in the whites of eggs 
beaten to a stiff froth 
Turn into a 


mold to chill and become firm. Un- 
mold to seive.
